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ANNUAL  MEETING. 

A  DEPRESSING  OUTLOOK. 


Hie  financial  position  of  the  Durham  County  Hospital  at  the 
present  time  is  causing  great  anxiety,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Governors  (Sir  Francis  Greenwell,  C.B.E.)  drew  a  black  picture  at 
the  annual  meeting  held  on  Monday,  25th  March,  1020,  at  the 
institution.  No  less  a  sum  than  £5,000  more  ]>er  annum  is  necessary 
to  meet  the  expenditure,  and  among  the  ways  that  the  Chairman 
suggested  of  meeting  this  figure  was  an  approach  to  employers 
of  labour  to  contribute  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  given 
by  their  workpeople. 

Sir  Francis  Greenwell,  in  submitting  the  report,  said  the  outlook 
was  exceedingly  depressing.  The  hospital  was  in  a  worse  position 
than  it  was  last  year  and  at  least  £5,000  more  per  annum  was 
required  in  the  form  of  income  to  enable  the  institution  to  be  carried 
on  as  it  ought  to  be  carried  on.  That  was  the  first  and  most  im¬ 
portant  question  and  the  next  point  was  as  to  how  they  were  to 
find  the  means.  The  result  of  the  appeal  near  the  end  of  the  year 
was  excessively  disheartening.  They  indicated  the  amount  they 
required  and  the  total  return  was  £290.  There  wrere  one  or  two 
promises  of  subscriptions.  He  was  glad  to  say  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  had  promised  them  £100  per  year  for  five  years, 
and  if  they  could  get  others  to  do  likewise  it  wouid  help  considerably. 

A  careful  examination  had  been  made  of  the  accounts,  and  it 
was  again  observed  that  the  workpeople,  as  in  other  years,  had 
subscribed  most  generously.  The  employers  had  given  nothing  like 
in  proportion  of  the  workpeople,  and  when  they  came  to  consider 
the  saving  to  them  in  the  wav  of  compensation  as  a  result  of  the 
activity  of  the  hospital  then  it  seemed  ridiculous  that  they  should 
not  subscribe  a  much  larger  amount.  Some  people  were  very  hard 
to  draw,  but  if  the  need  was  properly  put  before  them  and  rubbed  in 
by  their  friends  they  might  be  able  to  get  something  from  the  em¬ 
ployers.  He  suggested  that  they  ought  to  subscribe  to  the  extent 
of  30  per  cent,  of  their  own  workmens’  contributions.  With 
that  help  and,  in  better  times,  a  possibly  slightly  higher  contribution 
from  the  workpeople,  they  ought  then  to  be  able  to  carry  on. 
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They  had  expended  about  a  thousand  pounds  more  than  last 
year.  The  thing  that  impressed  him  about  it  was  that  but  for  the 
Convalescent  Home  they  would  be  able  to  run  the  hospital  without 
being  out  of  pocket  on  the  means  they  already  had.  But  even  that 
would  not  be  enough,  as  they  were  bound  to  extend  in  order  to 
comply  with  certain  obligations  in  the  matter  of  extra  wards  and 
extra  staff.  It  seemed  impossible  to  carry  on  under  present  circum¬ 
stances  without  running  into  debt  to  the  extent  of  at  least  £1,000  a 
year,  and  it  therefore  appeared  obvious  that  unless  subscriptions 
could  be  increased  the  Convalescent  Home  must  be  closed.  They 
certainly  could  not  afford  to  run  into  debt  to  the  extent  of  £1,000 
a  year.  At  any  rate  they  should  consider  stopping  for  the  present 
so  as  to  carry  on  without  running  into  more  debt. 


The  interest  on  the  overdraft,  (which  was  nearly  £12,000),  was 
a  very  large  sum.  They  had  much  better  spend  the  money  they 
were  now  using  in  respect  of  the  Convalescent  Home  on  the  patients 
in  the  hospital.  The  hospital  was  much  more  important  than  the 
Convalescent  Home.  If  the  Home  was  carried  on  it  would  mean 
part  of  the  institution  at  Durham  would  close  down,  and  they  all 
agreed  that  that  was  impossible.  Either  they  must  get  an  enormous 
sum  of  money  or  close  down  some  of  their  activities.  The  outlook 
was  exceedingly  black. 


Friends  Who  Have  Gone. 

During  the  past  year,  said  the  Chairman,  they  had  lost  two 
or  three  valuable  friends.  First  was  Alderman  R.  T.  Herring,  who 
served  for  a  long  time  on  the  Committee  and  was  a  useful  member 
who  took  the  greatest  interest  in  the  Convalescent  Home,  being 
chairman  of  the  Committee.  Then  they  lost  Dr.  Norris,  of  New 
Brancepeth,  who  was  on  the  honorary  staff  and  performed  useful 
work.  Then,  lastly,  there  was  the  passing  of  the  late  Lord-Lieuten¬ 
ant.  For  some  40  years,  the  late  Lord  Durham  held  the  Lord- 
Lieutenancy  and  during  the  whole  of  that  time  he  was  a  subscriber 
to  that  infirmary.  He  was  always  a  very  good  friend  when  they 
wanted  a  friend.  Dr.  Plummer  was  for  a  great  number  of  years  on 
the  honorary  staff  and  was  one  of  the  best  house  surgeons  they  ever 
had.  The  Chairman  went  on  to  mention  that  Dr.  Vann  had  retired 
altogether  from  active  work  at  the  infirmary  and  had  been  appointed 
as  an  honorary  consulting  surgeon,  so  that  his  connection  with  the 
hospital  had  not  altogether  ceased. 


The  New  President. 


Sir  Francis  announced  that  the  Marquess  of  Londonderry  had 
consented  to  become  President  of  the  hospital,  and  they  might 
well  congratulate  themselves  upon  that  fact. 

Lieutenant- Colonel  ('luff  was  re-elected  treasurer,  and  it  was 
decided  to  ask  Colonel  Hugh  Bowes  to  join  the  Committee. 

Thanks. 

Captain  T.  A.  Bradford,  D.S.O.,  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  honorary  staff,  paid  a  high  tribute  to  that  unselfish  work. 

In  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  clergy  and  ministers  of  all 
denominations  for  the  church  collections,  he  said  he  was  sorry  those 
collections  had  fallen  by  about  £50  as  compared  with  a  year  ago. 

Alderman  Ferens  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  woi  kmen  of  the 
city  and  county  for  their  contributions  which,  he  said,  showed 
a  slight  increase  this  year.  When  there  was  an  improvement  in 
trade  they  knew  those  contributions  would  still  be  higher.  What 
they  would  do  without  the  workmen  they  did  not  know  ;  it  would 
mean  the  closing  of  the  institution  without  the  slightest  doubt. 
Their  best  thanks  were  due  to  the  Workmen’s  Committee  and  to  all 
who  took  such  a  lively  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital. 

L hanks  were  accorded  to  the  Chairman,  on  the  proposition  of 
Councillor  Smith,  who  remarked  that  his  kindness,  liberality  and 
good  sense  carried  them  through  a  great  deal  of  difficulty. 

Mr.  J.  Bailey,  chairman  of  the  Workmen’s  Committee,  seconded, 
and  said  Sir  Francis  always  had  the  welfare  of  the  institution  at 
heart,  and  he  was  the  best  chairman  they  could  possibly  have. 

Replying,  Sir  Francis  said  he  always  felt  ashamed  of  himself 
when  he  realised  how  little  he  came  up  to  their  idea  of  what  he 
should  be.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT  FOR  1928. 


The  accounts  for  the  year  1928  show  a  decrease  in  receipts  on 
Revenue  Account  of  £663,  to  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  a  reduced 
amount  received  by  way  of  donations,  always  an  uncertain  factor. 
Payments  show  an  increase  of  £653,  which  is  partly  accounted  for 
by  the  extra  upkeep  of  North  End  for  a  whole  year  as  against  seven 
months  in  1927. 


The  Special  Appea]  issued  in  November  reported  an  overdraft 
of  £12,170  ;  the  actual  overdraft  at  31st  December  after  receiving 
£290  as  a  result  of  that  appeal,  was  £11,530. 


We  can  only  reiterate  the  statements  made  in  November,  that 
additional  income  of  £5,000  must  be  provided  if  the  Committee  is 
to  continue  the  present  operations  of  the  Institution,  and  to  under¬ 
take  the  extra  cost  of  maintenance  involved  by  the  completion  and 
equipment  of  the  New  Children’s  Wing. 


The  Capital  Expenditure  and  Endowment  Account  benefitted 
by  Legacies  of  £90  (Mrs.  Mary  Allan)  and  £440  11s.  Od.  (Mrs.  E.  H. 
Alder  son). 


Donations  to  the  Children’s  Wing  to  the  amount  of  £1,308 
14s.  5d.  were  also  received  of  which  £1,145  8s.  6d.  came  from  the 
Princess  Mary  Wedding  Gift  Fund  raised  in  1922  by  the  then 
Mayor  of  Durham — Councillor  Wm.  Smith,  to  whom  and  his 
Committee  our  thanks  are  due.  From  this  account  payments  of 
£1,008  10s.  6d.  have  been  made  towards  the  cost  of  alterations  and 
extensions  of  the  Children’s  Wing  which  are  not  yet  completed. 


The  work  done  by  the  Stall  in  1928  shows  no  diminution  but 
unless  the  larger  income  indicated  is  forthcoming  the  Committee 
will  be  compelled  to  come  to  an  early  decision  to  curtail  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  and  so  to  keep  the  cost  of  maintenance  within  the 
income. 
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We  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Staff  for  their  valuable 
services,  also  to  the  numerous  friends  who  have  assisted  financially 
and  otherwise.  We  have  again  to  express  our  indebtedness  to  the 
Ladies  Needlework  Guild  which  provided  539  articles  of  the  value 
of  £65. 


We  have  to  deplore  the  death  of  our  President,  The  Rt.  Hon. 
I  he  Lari  of  Durham,  K.G.,  who  has  held  the  office  for  many  years. 
We  heartily  welcome  the  decision  of  the  Most  Hon.  The  Marquis 
of  Londonderry,  K.G.,  M.V.O.,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County,  to 
accept  the  office. 

I  poor  result  of  our  Special  Appeal  is  extremely  disappointing 
and  we  ven  ure  to  say  that  the  present  serious  position  does  not  appear 
to  be  fully  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONVALESCENT  HOME  COMMITTEE 


FOR  1928. 


The  Home  was  open  from  13th  April  to  26th  October  (28 
weeks)  and  250  patients  were  received  as  against  220  in  1927. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  £1,083  9s.  9d.,  cost  per  patient 
£4  6s.  8d,  average  length  of  stay  16.38  days,  as  compared  with 
£1,031  4s.  4d.,  £4  12s.  Id.  and  17  days  respectively  in  the  previous 
year. 


Again  the  demand  was  greater  than  could  he  dealt  with. 

The  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Hugh  Robertson, 
Honorary  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Staff  for  their  services. 

The  Committee  regrets  that  in  August  it  lost  by  death 
its  Chairman,  Alderman  R.  T.  Herring,  who  had  served  so  well  for 
many  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORKMEN’S 


COMMITTEE  FOR  1928. 


The  past  year  has  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  the  most  critical 
of  all  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  since  our  connection  with  the 
management  was  brought  about  in  1902.  The  appeal  which  was 
issued  in  November  last,  on  behalf  of  your  Committee  to  the  whole 
of  the  Subscribing  Collieries  and  Works  in  our  area,  set  out  clearly 
the  state  of  the  Hospital  Finances  and  it  does  not  now  seem 
necessary  to  further  enlarge  on  the  subject. 

As  a  result  of  this  appeal  several  Lodges  have  decided  to 
increase  their  rate  of  contribution  and  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge 
upon  those  who  have  not  yet  replied  to  do  so  without  delay.  It  is 
essential  that  the  Managing  Committee  should  know  what  additional 
annual  income  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  future  to  enable  them  to 
come  to  a  decision  as  to  the  Hospital’s  activities. 

The  position  indicates  a  curtailment  of  the  work  of  the  Institution 
by  closing  doivn  some  of  the  Wards ,  restriction  of  the  work  of  the 
Special  Departments ,  and  of  Out-patient  services.  The  question  of 
closing  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Harrogate  must  also  come  up  for 
consideration. 

In  1928  the  Hospital’s  expenditure  exceeded  its  income  by  a 
further  £1,394  (although  Workpeoples  contributions  showed  an 
increase  of  £94  compared  with  1927) — the  Managing  Committee 
have  continued  to  “  carry  on  ”  as  in  the  past — the  work  done  being 
equal  to  that  of  1927.  The  Convalescent  Home  was  also  continued 
as  usual. 

Without  additional  income  the  contemplated  additional  beds 
is  impossible  and  in  spite  of  the  very  difficult  times  which  exist,  we 
must  face  the  facts  and  do  our  share  to  provide  the  necessary 
financial  support. 

The  Managing  Committee  (on  which  we  are  well  represented) 
may  be  depended  upon  to  explore  every  possible  avenue  to  prevent 
a  curtailment  of  the  Hospital’s  activities. 

The  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  have  continued  to  give  of  their 
best,  and  we,  on  your  behalf,  extend  to  them  our  warmest  thanks 
for  their  valuable  services. 

Our  good  relations  with  the  Managing  Committee  continue.

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  render  assistance  to  the  sick 
poor  in  the  City  of  Durham.  Its  work  includes  t he  maintenance  of 
trained  nurses  to  attend  them  in  their  own  homes,  providing  orders 
for  Convalescent  Homes,  clothing,  nourishing  food,  the  loan  of 
things  necessary  during  illness,  etc. 
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REPORT,  1928. 


The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  the 
report  for  the  past  twelve  months. 

There  were  on  the  books  on  January  1st,  1928,  48  patients. 
741  new  cases  have  been  attended  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
of  789  nursed,  of  which  10  were  out-patients  of  the  County  Hospital. 
There  have  been  42  deaths. 

12,229  visits  have  been  paid,  and  there  have  been  given  away 
105  milk  orders,  18  bottles  of  Bovril,  besides  eggs,  calves  foot  jelly, 
meat  juice,  brandy,  mutton,  beef  for  beef  tea,  oranges,  apples,  tea, 
parcels  of  clothing  and  22  Hospital  letters. 

75  Christmas  parcels  were  given  away,  besides  toys,  sweets 
and  fruit. 

209  articles  and  appliances  were  lent  out. 

333  Panel  Sessions  were  attended  by  the  nurses,  and  the  fees 
paid  for  the  Sessions  are  a  great  help  to  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

Since  January  1st  there  were  34  new  cases  at  Neville’s  Cross, 
and  711  visits  have  been  paid. 

Gifts  of  clothing,  old  linen,  papers,  magazines,  toys,  eggs, 
bovril,  vegetables,  hospital  letters,  etc.,  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Committee  also  wish  to  thank  the  Durham  City  Association 
Football  Club,  Ltd.,  for  their  gift  of  25  shares,  and  the  Durham  City 
Association  F ootball  Supporters  Club  for  40  shares  ;  and  the  Rotary 
Club,  Durham  Bowling  Club,  Durham  and  District  Butchers' 
Association,  and  the  Tyneside  Meat  Traders’  Association  for  their 
donations. 

The  Durham  Samaritan  District  was  inspected  by  Miss  Simpson, 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  in  January  and 
June.  She  reported  :  “  A  high  standard  of  nursing  was  being 

maintained,  and  the  patients  were  given  kind  and  sympathetic  care, 
and  expressed  appreciation  of  all  that  had  been  done  for  them. 
The  equipment  was  in  excellent  order.  The  Home  is  very  com¬ 
fortable  and  well  kept,  and  the  re-decoration  much  appreciated.” 
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During  1929  three  members  of  the  Committee — Mrs.  Ashcroft, 
Mrs.  Guillaume  and  Mrs.  B.  Roberts — have,  for  various  reasons, 
resigned,  and  Mrs.  Howarth,  Mrs.  W.  Blackett  and  Mrs.  MacDonald 
have  been  elected  in  their  places. 

Staff. — After  having  had  temporary  Nurses  for  some  time, 
while  waiting  for  a  Queen's  Nurse,  Miss  Swain,  a  fully-qualified 
Queen's  Nurse,  was  appointed  to  the  Staff  in  March. 

Mi  ss  Dickson,  after  five  years'  work  with  the  Society,  frit  she 
would  like  a  post  where  she  could  use  her  C.M.B.  training,  and  left 
in  November  to  take  up  a  post  at  Washington.  The  Committee 
wish  her  every  success  in  her  new  work.  Miss  Clews,  Queen's 
Nurse,  has  been  appointed  in  her  place. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  thank  Miss  Bennett  and  Miss  Malyon  for  their  loyal  and 
efficient  work. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Crawhall, 
and  to  Mr.  W.  T.  Jones,  for  valuable  help  and  advice  in  connection 
with  repairs  to  the  property. 

A  legacy  of  £100  was  received  from  the  late  Miss  Mary  Allen  and 
£200  from  the  Durham  Mendicity  Society,  and  these  sums  have 
been  invested  in  4  per  cent.  Consolidated  Loan. 

A  small  Jumble  Sale  was  organized  by  Miss  Bennett  and  held 
at  the  Home,  a  sum  of  £1  1  12s.  being  realised,  and  the  money  has 
been  spent  on  needed  improvements  in  the  Home. 

The  Reserve  Fund  has  had  to  be  drawn  upon  to  the  extent  of 
£150  as  many  investments  are  paying  much  less  than  formerly. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Doctors,  the  Clergy,  District 
Visitors,  and  the  patients  themselves  should  report  without  delay 
cases  of  sickness  to  Miss  Bennett,  Samaritan  Nurses'  Home,  Bow 
Lane,  who  will  see  that  they  are  attended  to  at  once  if  fit  cases. 
Further,  the  Committee  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  services 
of  the  Nurses,  and  the  food,  clothing  and  appliances,  etc.,  which 
they  bring  are  solely  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 
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
